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Following his loss to Stone Cold Steve Austin for the World 
Wrestling Federation Title at WrestleMania XIV, Shawn 
Michaels took an extended hiatus from the Federation to 
recuperate from a back injury. In the months that followed, 
the Heartbreak Kid made various appearances on 
RAW—at one point saving Chyna from Mark Henry— 
but never fully answering the questions regarding his 
in-ring future.

Wrestling was Hollywood— 
it was never a “sport.” Maybe the promoters had too 
much pride to ever admit it, but when it came down to it 
there was no difference between Rick Rude and Sylvester 
Stallone.

“actors”. On a weekly basis promoters would insult my 
intelligence, trying to make me believe that professional 
wrestling was something it wasn’t. It was Hollywood, the 
fans knew it all along... the fans with half a brain anyway.

It wasn’t until 1982, when one Vince McMahon, who 
understood what his product truly was, made the world 
understand.

The fans were always taken as “idiots”... “Total Marks.”

| guess you can say that WrestleMania was the 
beginning. Let's face it, WrestleMania was the Academy 
Awards of the wrestling industry. Lights, cameras, 
action and STARZ everywhere. People looked at Vince 
like he was NUTZ, when in fact all he was doing was 
portraying the product as the fans perceived it. At the 
time it may have been over the top; however, that may 
have also been by design. In order to get his point 
across Vince had to nail us over the head with it. 

Throughout the 1980s the World Wrestling Federation 
had its greatest run. It was during that era that 
Hollywood Hogan was truly incepted, as well as many 
other characters—Jake “The Snake” Roberts, the Ultimate 
Warrior, King Kong Bundy, Bobby “The Brain” Heenan 
and the list goes on. Hollywood was swingin’, and it was 
qd runaway Bettis. 

But in the 90s something happened—something went 
wrong. The once sure-fire hit was well on its way to 
becomin’ a flop. It’s difficult to pinpoint, but | believe the 
fans became more sophisticated while the World 
Wrestling Federation remained “frozen” in time. Society 
was changin’, but the Federation remained in the 80s. 
Remember T.L. Hopper, Who, The Goon? The Federation 
was still living on what brought them to the dance, the only 
problem was... disco was out and moshin’ was in. 

Enter Stone Cold Steve Austin. 

Hollywood in the year 2000. Stone Cold is a direct 
reflection of today’s society. In your face and not givin’ a 
sh*t!!! Stone Cold brought the World Wrestling Federation 
into the present. No-holds-barred, anything- -goes 
HOLLYWOOD. No rulz, no regulations. Just give the fanz 
what they want. Don’t feed them. Let them dictate the menu. 
Fifteen years after it began, Vince McMahon reinvented 
the sports-entertainment business. He put his finger back 
on the pulse of America. He made a movie for the millen- 
nium... and perhaps the greatest blockbuster of all. 
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verybody has a story from their childhood 
about a special toy that seemed to come 
to life when all the doors were closed and 
the lights went out. At the store, church, 
grandma's house or anywhere in between, the toy 
was right there at our side. At night we slept, arms 
were tightly wrapped around it so that nothing 
could come between us. And when Mom and 
Dad tried to persuade us to leave it home, we 
screamed and cried until there were no more 
tears. To everybody else it was just a stuffed rabbit 
or a torn blanket, but to us it was much more than 
that.

By the age of six, we couldn't even 
remember what the toy looked like anymore. 

Al Snow and Mankind have taken this child- 
hood memory and refused to let it go. Although it 
may seem very silly to the rest of the world, the 
thought of fighting over the supremacy of their 
inanimate sidekicks is nothing out of the ordinary 
for these two unstable superstars. 


Most fans find “Head” quite amusing, but in reality 
the detached mannequin head offers a revealing look 
inside the human psyche. Snow talks to Head, claiming 
it is the tangible culmination of all the voices in his own 
head that are constantly telling him what to do. While 
Snow may actually believe that Head controls his every 


ee eee 


move, the rest of the world sees 
nothing more that a crazy guy 
yelling at—and blaming all his 
mistakes on—a plastic head. 

While joining Snow for tag team 
action, Mankind lets his contempo- 
rary know that talking to a severed 
plastic head is the stupidest thing he 
has ever seen—and Al Snow doesn’t 
appreciate the remark. Although no 
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one else can understand the relation- 
ship. between Head and Snow, he 
views it as an extension of himself 
and takes it very personally when 
someone speaks out against Head. 
Besides, what right does Mankind 
have to be calling anyone else stupid? 

At first Mr. Socko seemed innocent 
enough—just an old sock that Mick 
Foley drew a face on with black 


marker. Mick provides the squeaky, 
child-like voice of Mr. Socko and 
always gets a reaction from Federa- 
tion fans when he pulls it out. Even 
though there is perhaps no more be- 
nign a comic prop than a sock pup- 
pet, there is also something very 
amusing about it. It’s easy to see why 
fans love Mr. Socko, but Mick has tak- 


en his relationship with a sock too far.

| finish on Celebrity Deathmatch. It's clear that the mainstream ee 
wants to see this matchup, just as | am sure many of us do. But do 
we share the sick desire of watching a man in his fifties risk his 
life by facing the world’s toughest $.0.B.? 
_ On paper, this match has the potential to turn stomachs. Read 
he facts and the threat of an ugly rout is apparent. | am not 
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ashamed to say, however, that I’d like to see these adver- 
saries meet in the ring because Vince McMahon is not an 
ordinary man half-a-century old. While several decades 
of wealth have afforded a life of luxury, Vince is a street 
fighter from way back. His level of fitness rivals that of men 
half his age and he has the heart and desire needed to 
compete in the squared circle. Many Federation historians 
would say that Vince has always had the desire. | believe 
he could do it. 

What would Stone Cold Steve Austin have to gain by 
meeting Vince in the ring? Perhaps nothing more than 
peace of mind, but what is that worth to the Rattlesnake? 
| believe that little bit of satisfaction could be priceless. It 
might once and for all let the boss know who’s right. Stone 
Cold has probably dreamt of this meeting and carefully 
planned his possible strategy. Just like the night he kid- 
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tainly Mr. McMahon has enjoyed the fruits of Steve Austin’s labor. 
It seems that the harder the boss pushes, the better the Rattlesnake 
performs. Talk about thriving on pressure! Stone Cold has given his 
best efforts under the glare of McMahon. Believe me, Austin has al- 
ways worked hard. But with the boss hoping he’d fail, the Rattlesnake 
has worked even harder to ensure that he doesn’t. 

Thanks to that effort, fans have been turning out for Federation 
events in record numbers and they are seeing a group of disgruntled 
employees—including Austin, The Rock and DX—go out and take 
their McMahon-generated frustrations out on their opponents. Many 
fans attending these events for the first time walk away amazed at the 
effort that Federation Superstars put forth. What they don’t realize is 
that the “Puppetmaster”, Vince McMahon, is fueling that intensity 
_with pressure and frustration. “While | can’t whack the boss,” they 
‘thust be thinking to themselves, “I can go out and beat the hell out of 
my opponents!” _ 

“Trust me. If Austin faced McMahon in the ring, neither would relent 
when the battle was over. But it would provide satisfaction to all who 


have watched this rivalry consume both men for the past year. Stone 


Cold enjoys giving it to McMahon and Vince thrives on the idea of 
breaking the unbroken. Would a match settle their differences? This 
is hardly Judge Judy. No one is going to drop a gavel and declare 
that one side is right. But a point can be made by a physical con- 
frontation between the two warring parties. 

Should a man who is not a Federation Superstar meet arguably the 
greatest Federation Champion of all time in the ring? Absolutely not. 
What would the Rattlesnake gai 
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oetry is perhaps the most roman- 
tic route to a woman's heart— 
especially if its reciter is also 
the author. However, throw in a 
sexual harassment lawsuit and | don’t 
care how sweet the words may be, a 
woman will be turned off. Yes, my 
friends, the hackneyed expression 
stands firm—actions speak louder 
than words. Keep that in mind when 
reading the following commentary... 

Mark Henry and Chyna—are

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similar to each other. With very few 
exceptions, their lives have run on 
parallel courses. Both bright and

teens and Mark Henry began as a 
child when he was given a weight 
set by his mother.

and in sculpting their bodies, they 
sculpted their futures as athletes i in the 
World Wrestling Federation.

for and careers in sports-entertain- 


ment, “Mark Henry and Chyna had 
if rough growing up. As was 
revealed in an in-depth interview in

aticn Magazine 
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While Mark Henry faced poverty and. racial preju- 
dice*while growing up, he also came from a strong 
and supportive family: Still close to his mother, he 
attributes his present success to his upbringing. He told 
me that his mother sacrificed to make sure her two 
children got what they needed—working two jobs and 
sometimes even skipping meals. Although times were 
tough, they did not lack love and nurturing. Mean- 
while, as was disclosed in Chyna’s interview, she had 
fo grow up fast and learn to take care of herself at a 
young age. | believe that through this she developed a 
self-confidence and autonomy that has resulted in a 
very strong character. Chyna’s strength comes from 
within, while | suspect Mark Henry's is something he 
has had to create on the exterior. 

.. Furthermore, Mark Henry grew up in his brother's 
shadow—constantly trying to outdo him in the area of 
competitive sports. This affected him greatly and subse- 
quently shaped the need he still has today to prove he 
is the best—that he is the strongest. The difference 
between Chyna and Mark Henry is that the latter feels 
the need to prove himself, while Chyna doesn’t need 
to do so—she exudes self-confidence that is accen- 
tuated by her quiet but powerful presence. It is the 
difference between struggling and striving. 


Fedération: Magazine; Chyna came froma 
dysfunctional family—one forn apart by the 
ravages of addiction and abandonment. 
Mark Henry faced poverty and racial preju- 
dice in his early years—prejudice that he 
knew could be assuaged by superstardom. 
Perhaps the most obvious affinity between 
the two is that they are the pinnacles of 
strength. It can be argued that he, the 
World’s Strongest Man, and she, the Ninth 
Wonder of the World, are the standard by 
which human physical strength should be 
measured. One thing is certain—both Mark 


and Chyna as a woman—did not make it 
any easier. : 

If we go beneath the surface, however, 
another picture develops. While the above 
constructions attempt to convey the truth, they 
can also be highly misleading. 

In my opinion, the greatest difference 
between Mark Henry and Chyna lies in the 
matter of strength. | am not speaking here 
of who can bench press the most weight. 
Rather, | am speaking of self-confidence—not 
an inflated ego or the need to mask a case of 
low self-esteem—but of an inner strength. 
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When it comes to their futures in the World 
Wrestling Federation, both Chyna and Mark Henry 
have different visions. Chyna told me: “| look more 
selflessly to where the guys [DX] are going—l want 
what's best for them.” 

Meanwhile, posed with the same question, Mark 
Henry replied that it was his intention to prove to the 
Federation and its superstars that he belongs and that 
he will surpass all of them. And no one is going to 
stop him—not The Rock, Austin nor Vinee McMahon. 

When | asked Mark about his experience in the 
Nation and what his relationship was like with The 
Rock, he responded: “I felt we [the Nation] were all 
there for his [The Rock’s] using. | admired and looked 
up to.him, but4+’don’t see myself in his shadow...” 

Like he had seen himself in his brother's shadow? 
Perhaps there is a parallel here... In other words, 
when it comes to his vision of hisstuture Mark Henry 
has only himself in mind—as well as a need for va- 
lidity. In her plans for the future, Chyna has not only 
herself, but also the welfare of DX in mind. (Is this 
the result of her need to create the happy ge she 
AVS: ae 2) 
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Growing up, both had premonitions “of a future .in 
the spotlight. However; for Chyna it was an innate 
knowledge—she knew that she had a talent fo share 
with.the world. For Mark Henry, on the other hand, he 
craved the spotlight and the attention it engenders. 
What.Chyna knew was her natural talent was what 
Mark Henry felt he had to prove to the rest of the world. 

l-asked both Mark and Chyna what it means to them 
to be the World’s Strongest Man and the Ninth Wonder 
of the World, respectively. Mark responded that for him 
it meant,-“No one can beat me,” and for Chyna, 
“It means-that there’s no other Chyna.” That, | believe, 
best conveys the difference between the two. For Mark 
Henry it is about competition—a constant struggle to 
prove he is worthy of being number one, as is indicated 


‘by his inept ‘but sincere attempts to win the heart of a 


woman who simply shrugs him off. For Chyna it is 
about contentedness—being the unique woman that 
she is and sharing her talents with the world. 

While similarities certainly exist between these two 
unparalleled individuals, upon closer examination 
differences are clear. It’s said that opposites attract— 
so, in the case of Mark Henry and Chyna does the old 
maxim stand up?
